Claim 34-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In re claim 34, line 5, "the first surface" has no antecedent basis. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 32-37 and 40 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Quoirin et al. 

Quoirin discloses in figures 4A, 4B, 8A and 8C at least a semiconductor device 
for suppressing an external transient voltage comprising an insulated gate bipolar 
transistor (IGBT) having a gate terminal and a first conduction terminal coupled to 
receive the external transient voltage, and a second conduction terminal (A) to shunt a 
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surge current flowing through the first conduction terminal in response to the external 
transient voltage exceeding a predetermined level. 

In re claim 33, figures 4B and 8A show the first terminal and the gate terminal 
formed on the top surface. 

In re claims 34 and 35, figures 4B and 8A show the body region (51), the 
collector region (15), the emitter region (19) and the drift region (11). 

In re claim 37, the bottom surface of the substrate (19) is also the collector (12) 
for the NPN transistor. 

Claims 38, 39, and 41-46 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The other reference is cited to show other structure pertinent to Applicants' 
disclosure. Line 19, column 6 of Gosser teaches that the protective element 6 of figure 1 
can be IGBTs.
